For my Saviour ſaid, Go preach and teach to all Nations, Baptizing them ies the 
Name of the Father, the Son, and the Holy Ghoſt, but the Innocent ſhould not be 
puniſhed for the offenders. ' The Angels in Heaven did rebel againſt God 
through pride; but how - were-they puniſhed? Not all the whole Hierarchy of 
Angels deſtroyed, but they onely who offended ; the other Angels remained 
ſtill in glory. - So I ſay, if any Catholicks ſhall offend. the Law, and not ſhew 
themſelves true -obedient Subjects, let thoſe who offend be ſeverely puniſhed, 
and not for one mans particular offence puniſh all. So let the Lord ProteQor 
doto the Catholicks of this Nation, who are Natives of this Land, and I am very 
confidentlyaffured they are as true Subjedts tohis Highneſs and this preſent Go- 
vernment as it ſtands now eſtabliſhed, -as avy people of this Nation of what de- 
gree ſocver, And that they ſhould be the onely people aimed at for deftruRion ! 
Truly itis a very hard caſe, and contrary to the Government 1n any place in the 
whole World. I therefore defire the Lord Proteftor would grant them that 
Liberty of Conſcienceequal with their fellow-Subjefts, and that he may fo go- 
vern as may be for the honour of God, and good of all people.
